Southern Illinois University is one of many 
progressive colleges and universities currently mov¬ 
ing closer to a four-quarter year-round program as 
a means of handling larger student enrollments. 
They are setting an example for improved utiliza¬ 
tion of buildings that eventually seems certain to be 
followed by secondary and elementary schools. 

Last summer, S1U extended its compact sum¬ 
mer session into a full quarter at the freshman 
level. During the I 963 session opening June I 7, 
both freshman and sophomore courses will last a 
full quarter, with junior, senior and graduate 
courses remaining on an eight-week schedule. If 
funds become available, plans call for all 1964 
summer classes to be converted to the quarter plan. 

In explaining the proposal. Raymond H. Dey, 
summer session dean. says. “A full quarter opera¬ 
tion during the summer will enable the university 
to take long strides toward accommodating its 
ever-increasing student enrollment. A year-round 
academic calendar will permit students to accel¬ 
erate their programs or to complete a full year s 
work in any of the three quarters they choose to 
attend.'" 

There are other advantages for currently- 
graduating high echool seniors, Dey^oints out. 
More individual attention can be given them due to 
the smaller summer enrollment. Students can carry 
a lighter course load if they wish, gaining more 
time for study, and student activities during the 
summer are not as demanding. And seniors who 
graduate in the lower third of their high school 
class and are ineligible to enroll during the fall 
quarter have an excellent opportunity to start dur¬ 
ing the summer. 

The trend toward year-round operation is ap¬ 
parent at the college level, and it is easy to see 
why; by increasing building capacity and instruc¬ 
tors" learning capacity 33%. the plan has much to 
offer besides benefits for students. How soon it will 
gain headway in the school systems depends on 
how fast public acceptance develops.

Apparently not for many years, 
but the volume of river travel continues to rise, 
breaking records almost as fast as they are estab¬ 
lished. 

The latest monthly tabulation, for April, 
shows a precedent-setting three million tons of 
freight brought through the two local locks—a 
tremendous traffic volume that is likely to benefit 
the Quad-Cities more and more as loading, storing 
and processing facilities are expanded at the Port 
of Granite City.
